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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 23-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Martin 
(US 2,752,060). 

With respect to the embodiment of figure 1 , Martin teaches a method of securely 
tightening a top onto a container comprising placing the top on the container, pressing 
radially extending members (28, 30) on the top (22) past radially extending member (16) 
on the container (10) and thereafter tightening the top by engaging corresponding 
threads (18, 32) on the top and container. 

Clearly the radially extending members (28,30) of the top are located proximate 
the distal end of the top between the distal end and the threads (32). The radially 
extending member (16) on the container is located "proximate" the distal end of the 
container as the radially extending member is closer to the distal end then the closed 
bottom end of the container. * 

With respect to claims 26-27, the term "proximate" is a relative term describing 
the distance of the radially extending members of the top and container in relation to the 
threads on the top and container. The location of the radially extending members of the 
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top and container of Martin are proximate the threads of the respective top and 
container. 

With respect to claims 28-32, the phrase "alternatively securely tightening a top 
onto a container" is taught by Martin. Martin teaches tightening by screwing the threads 
(32) of the top onto the threads (1 8) of the container after the radially extending 
members (28,30) past the radially extending member (16) on the container. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed December 20, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Martin does not teach the radially extending members of 
the top between the distal end of the top and the threads and proximate the threads. 
This is clearly not the case. Martin teaches radially extending members (28,30) that are 
located close to the distal end of the top. These members (28, 30) are between the 
distal end and the threads (32) of the top and are proximate the threads.
